Dr. Nawal Kishore graduated from the Sarojini Naidu Medical College Agra in 1945. He stood 
First in all the examinations and was awarded 18 Academic Medals and prizes in his medical 
career. He has the distinction of being the First M.S. in Obs / Gyn in the province of Uttar 
Pradesh. 

Joined as a lecturer in Obs / Gyn S. N. Medical College Agra in January 1946, and later rose to 
the post of Professor & Head on which he worked from 1954 to January 1980. 

Was awarded the Rockefeller Scholarship in 1952, for higher studies in the USA. Was 
awarded FACS (USA) by the American College of Surgeons in 1954. 

Was the principal S. N. Medical College, Agra, Dean Faculty of Medicine, Member, Executive 
council of Agra and Rohilkhand Universities. Was member of the Fellowship Committee of 
the American College of Surgeons and Board of High School and Intermediate Education and 
Court of Banaras Hindu University. 

In 1976, went to England and Stockholm on a WHO fellowship. On return achieved the 
distinction of performing the largest number of operations in Northern India in the field of 
Family Planning. 

Published 102 original research papers in National / International journals, worked on 
research projects of ICMR, WHO, SMRC etc and guided 112 Thesis for M.S. 

He has the unique distinction of being the only student whose name appears on all the 
Three Honour Boards of the S. N. Medical College, Agra. 

His social work and dedication have endeared him in the hearts of all classes of society, and 
people still remember him. It is unparalleled that after 2 decades of his retirement the 


Department of Obs / Gyn at S.N. Medical College is still known as Dr. Nawal Kishore's Ward 
and he himself is known as the TEACHER OF TEACHER’S.

SERVICE EXPERIENCE 


Due to his exceptional merit, he was offered Lectureship in Obst. & Gyn. soon after passing his 
MBBS, though normally it is given only to those who have obtained the Degree in Master of Surgery 
in Obst. & Gynaecology. The standard of Obstetric care was very poor in Uttar Pradesh because of 
the Purdah System. There were no males in this speciality. The offer of Lectureship was therefore a 
challenge. He was selected as Professor & Head of the Department of Obst. & Gynaecology at an 
early age of 32 years and had the credit of being the first male Professor from Uttar Pradesh. Served 
as Professor & Head of the Department for 29 years, which is a record in itself! 


It is noteworthy that today about 60% of the teaching staff both males and females in this speciality 
in U.P. State Medical Colleges have obtained M.S. under the guidance and training supervision of Dr. 
Nawal Kishore. Besides the above, specialists trained by him hold important posts in other Medical 
Colleges of the country, in Armed Forces and many have distinguished themselves in private practice 
in India and abroad. 


In view of his academic attainments, teaching, research experience and seniority, he was appointed 
as Principal and Superintendent of S.N. Medical College, Agra in August, 1969 and again in January, 
1973, but since this hindered in teaching and in service of ailing women, he declined the 
appointment as a permanent Principal. 


For the same reason, he had forgone the offer of appointment as Additional Director of Medical and 
Health Services offered to him in recognition of long and meritorious services in the field of medical 
education. 


RESEARCH 


Due to special aptitude in research, he published 102 original research papers in various 
International and National Journals. He worked on 14 research projects sponsored by various 
agencies viz. World Health Organisation, Indian Council of Medical Research and State Medical 
Council. He also guided 112 M.S Thesis. 


FOREIGN ASSIGNMENT 


In the year 1952-53 was selected as a Rockefeller Fellow and was posted to the USA under 
Rockefeller Fellowship Foundation Programme. Stayed in the USA for a period of one year. Was 
awarded F.A.C.S. (USA) in the year 1954. 


During the year 1975-76, specially selected by World Health Organization (WHO) to participate in 
Post-Partum Programme and visited Stockholm (Sweden), Yugoslavia and New Castle upon Tyne 
(UK). Visited various institutions in the USA to acquaint with the latest research methodology and 
advanced surgical techniques.
